NICARAGUA VOTE

Washington Seeks Author- 
ity Beyond Agreement With 
TWO Parties’

WASHINGTON—The State Depart- 
ment is now examining every possi- 
ble constitutional loophole by which 
Nicaraguan elections may be su- 
pervised without authority from the 
Nicaraguan Congress.

WARNS JINGOES

First Lord of Admiralty 
Says New Negotiations in 
Prospect on Naval Arms

LONDON—Warning jingoes in the 
House of Commons against “spoil- 
ing“ the endeavors of Great Britain, 
the United States and Japan to 
reach a further agreement on the 
limitation of naval armaments, W. 
C. Bridgeman, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, in presenting decreased 
annual estimates for 1928-29, inti- 
mated that fresh negotiations were 
in prospect, and expressed confidence 
in the result of the reopening of 
issues unfortunately muddled at 
Geneva. 

The United States, Mr. Bridgeman 
said, had a perfect right to hold 
its own views about its program the 
same as Britain had, but he warned 
the opposition “not to pretend that 
failure to reach an agreenrent at 
Geneva is a great tragedy, going to 
lead to war.“ 

“We discussed most frankly,” Mr. 
Bridgeman continued, “all aspects of 
this question, without any ill-feeling, 
and we agreed to nearly every point 
except one, cruisers, as far as I 
know. Let the -honorable members 
opposite do something to help this 
country get further opportunities for 
discussing limitation, as I am per- 
fectly certain it is open to the three 
countries, and also European coun- 
tries to meet together, not perhaps 
immediately, but in the course of a 
comparatively short time, and do 
something further in the direction of 
limitation. | 

Denles Antagonism Exists 

“But every step in that direction 
will be spoilt and vitiated if the hon- 
orable members of this house try to 
pretend that we have done something 
which has only made antagonism be- 


tween this country and America, 
Which does not exist.” 

Mr. Bridgeman, in the course of 
hia statement, also said that there 
was no more reason he knew to sup- 
pose the American fleet was going to 
be used for the purpose of aggres- 
sion than to suppose the British fleet 
was likely to be used for the same 
purpose, Therefore too much stres⸗ 
liad been laid upon the relation be- 
tween the failure of the conference

Hungarians Join Athericans 


in New Tribute to Kossuth 
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Unveiling of New York Statue Recalls Ideals 


and Dramatic Career of Patriot

NEW YORK—Louis Kossuth, whose 
name is recorded in Hungarian his- 
tory as a symbol of freedom, now 
stands in heroic bronze upon the 
shores of the Hudson. 

The. slow, measured notes of the 
“Szozah,” the Hungarian national 
anthem, floated out across the broad 
river. Thousands of voices took up 
the refrain. A wind-rippled flag of 
red, white and green dipped emartly 
in salute, and the Hungarians of 
America dedicated to their adopted 
land a new “Statue of Liberty.” 

The dedication marked 
seventy-sixth anniversary of 
visit of Kossuth to America. 

Officials of the Hungarian Govern- 
ment—welcomed here with the high- 
est honors—headed the delegation of 
572 leading statesmen, officials, 
scholars and journalists which 
crossed the Atlantic to be present 
at the unveiling of the Kossuth 
statue. 

Ideals Bind Two Nations 


Hungarian residents of the United 
States contributed more than $36,000 
to the fund for the raising of the 
monument on Riverside Drive in 
recognition of the “ideals of liberty 
which bind the two nations in one 
of the closest bonds of international 
| unity.” 

Baron Zsigmond de Perenyi, who 
headed the visiting delegation as rep- 
resentative of the Hungarian Re- 
gent, Count Laszlo Szechenyi, Hun- 
garian Minister to the United States, 
and Dr. Eugene Sipocz, Mayor of 
Budapest, were among the speakers 
at the dedication.

Dramatie Career 

Lajos (Louis) Kossuth was the 
son of a Protestant family of noble 
rank. Entering the Parliament of 
Pesth in 1832, he thenceforth iden- 
tifled himset® with reform measures, 
For his liberal activities he was 
finally imprisoned. In 1844 he 
founded a national league in opposi- 
tion to the Viennese Government and 
later was elected to the Hungarian 
Diet. In 1848 he was instrumental 
in bringing about a revolution and 
became Governor of Free Hungary, 

The interference of Russia, how- 
ever, rendered the revolution un- 
availing and Kossuth was forced to 
take refuge in Turkey, where he was 
held a prisoner, Being released in 
1851 through the influence of Great 
Britain and the United States he 


visited both 3 and was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. In 
fact the United States Congress in 
officially inviting Kossuth to Amer- 
ica assigned a warship to bring him 
from Turkey. 

An amnesty granted in 1867 when 
Austria and Hungary were recon- | 
ciled, left the way open for Kossuth’s 
return to his own country, but he 
never did so, preferring to remain an 
exile rather than seem to sanction 
the Hapsburg rule. His remaining 
years were spent mostly in Italy, 
where he passed on in 1894.

Take, for example, the question of 
immigration which at times arouses 
bitter feelings between nations. On 
what principle could a government 
arbitrate this question, and what 
rules could be applied to muaran- 
tee justice to the disputants? It 
seems to me we must realize that so 
long as the world is composed of 
separate, sovereign nations, only 
those questions can properly be Sub- 
mitted to arbitration which, being 
justiciable in their nature, are sus- 
ceptible of determination by the ap- 
plication of recognised rulea of law 
or equity.

Conelilation Now in Practice 


Tt js when arbitration cannot or 
will not be invoked by the parties 
that conciliation treaties have their 
greatest value for adjusting inter- 
national irritations tending to in- 
flame public opinion And imperil the 
peace of the world, One of the firat 
of our treaties establishing a pro- 
cedure for conciliation was the so- 
called Knox treaty of 1911, That 
treaty, which was also a treaty of 
arbitration, was never proclaimed by 
the President because of certain 
reservations attached by the Senate 
in advising and consenting thereto. 

These reservations, however, did 
not affect the conciliation provisions 
of the treaty and need not be dis- 
cussed in this connection. Our next 
concilation treaties were the Bryan 
treaties to which I have already re- 
ferred, The first of these was signed 
in 1913 and there are 18 of them now 
in force. In 1923 we became parties 
to two other conciliation treaties, 
namely, that signed at Washington 
on Feb. 7, 1923, between the United

The Briand Proposal 

As you are all aware; in a com- 
munication dated June 20, 1927, M. 
Briand proposed to the United 
States the conclusion of a bilateral 
treaty under the terms of which 
France and the United States would 
agree to renounce war as an instru- 
ment of their national policy towards 
each other. This treaty provided, 
first, that 

The high contracting powers solemn! 
— in the name of the Frenc 
eople and the people of the United 

tates of America, that they condemn 
recourse to war atid renounce it re- 
spectively as an instrument of their 
national policy towards each other. 
und, secondly, that— 

The settlement or the sotution of all 
disputes or vonfilets; of Whatever ta- 
ture or of whatever origin they may 
which may arise between F 
the United states of America, 
never be sought by either side except 
by pacifiG means, 


This important and inspiring pro- 
posal was carefully and mpa⸗ 
thetically studied by the Govern- 
ment of the United States, While 
we might well have hesitated to 
take the initiative in proposing such 
a treaty to Europe, the invitation 
from France afforded us an oppor- 
tunity to examine anew the whole 
question of world peace and to de- 
termine in what practical manner 
we could beat co-operate, 

We made that examination, and, 
in my note of December 28, 1927, 
after expressing the sincere appre- 
clation of the United States for the 
offer which France had so impres- 
sively submitted, | warmly seconded 
M. Briand's proposition that war be 
formally renounced as an instru- 
ment of national policy, but sug- 
gested that instead of giving effect 
thereto in a bilateral treaty between 
France and the United States, an 
equivalent multilateral treaty be 
concluded among the principal 
powers of the world, open to ad- 
herence by any and all nations, thus 
extending throughout the world the 
benefits of a covenant originally 
suggested as between France and 
the United States alone. The powers 
which I suggested be invited in the 
first instance to join with France 
and the United States in such a 
treaty were Great Britain, Germany, 
Italy, and Japan. 


France, I am happs to say, 
promptly agreed in principle to the 
idea of a mutilateral treaty. France 
suggested, however, that the treaty 
provide only for the renunciation of 
wars of aggression, explaining that 
while France could conclude a bi- 
late ru] treaty with the United States 
providing for the tnqualified renun- 
ciation of War, the coneltision of 4 
Amar = Miiltilateral treaty pre.

stroying the true significance of 
their common endeavors, they would 
be in effect only recording their im- 
potence to the keen disappointment 
of mankind in general. 

In my note of Feh. 27, 1928, I 
also discussed at some length the 
question raised by the Government 
of France whether, as a member of 
the League of Nations and as a 
party to the treaties of Locarno and

cipal world powers not to resort to 
war in their mutual relations with- 
out ipso facto violating their present 
obligations under those treaties, I 
pointed out that if those obligations 
could be interpreted so aa to permit 
France to conclude with the United 
States alone a treaty such as that 
proposed by M. Briand, it was not 
unreasonable to suppose that they 
could be interpreted with equal jus- 
tlee 80 as to permit France to join 
with the United States in offering to 
conclude an equivalent multilateral 
treaty with the other principal 
powers of the world, I stated that it 
seemed to me that the difference he- 
tween the bilateral and multilateral 
form of treaty having for its object 
the unqualified renunication of war, 
was one of degree and not of sub- 
atance, and that a government able 
to conclude such a bilateral treaty 
should be no less able to become a 
party to an identical multilateral 
treaty, since it could hardly be pre- 
sumed that members of the League 
of Nations were in a position to do 
separately something that they could 
not do together. 
Sees No Incompatibility 


In these circumstances I expressed 
the earnest hope that France, which 
admittedly perceives no bar to the 
conclusion of an unqualified anti- 
war treaty with the United States 
alone, would be able to satisfy itself 
that an equivalent treaty among the 
princinal world powers would be 
equally consistent with membership 
in the League of Nations, adding 
that if members of the League of 
Nations could not, without violating 
the terms of the Covenant, agree 
among themselves and with the 
United States to renounce war as an 
instrument of their national policy, it 
seemed idle to discuss either bilateral 
or multilateral treaties unreservedly 
renouncing war.

“boy!” as they do in Shanghai, nor 
is the foreigner gently beguiled by 
the repeated designation of “master.” 
Japanese psychology differs mark- 
edly from Chinese, but that does not 
affect the uniform politeness with 
which: the stranger is greeted in 
Japan, provided only that he recipro- 
cates in reasonable degree. 
Regarding the exquisite beauty of 
the country between Kyoto and the 
capital one deplores the fact that he 
has not time to traverse it on foot, as 
a well-known American educator has 
just come to Japan to do. There are 
so many delightful little villages 
where one would like to tarry, and 
euch attractively located large towns 
where you feel that there must be an 
excellent inn whose proprietor would 
welcome you with smiles and bows. 
Indeed, having had even a few days’ 
experience with the Japanese, one 
feels confident that a walking tour of 
Japan would be the event of a life- 
time and that kindliness and assist- 
ance would be encountered always, 
despite exclusion acts. And the 
cleanliness everywhere! The country 
seems to have been freshly laundered 
and then put out in the bright sun- 
light to dry. It sparkles and glows 
like the English countryside on a 
bright April morning. And the rail- 
ways of Japan permit one to see 
much more of the country than in 
most lands, for there are few deep 
cuts and much of the native life is 
near the railway line. But for so 
overpopulated a country there are 
surprisingly ‘many open spaces, 
thickly wooded hillsides, rich mead- 
ows and lovely lakes. And then, as 
one approaches the great Pacific port. 
with the wonderful Japanese capital 
only a little beyond, there upon the 
horizon, delicate as a perfectly 
shaped cloud, symmetrical and grace- 
ful as a piece of Satsuma, rises the 
glistening cone of Fujiyama, seem- 
ing to epitomize all the beauty and 
daintiness of Japan. M. T. G.

A less known story is told of Mr.

Hearing that the home was | 
in difficulties, he walked into Stroud, | 
a good many miles away, and col- 
lected, with much trouble, 200 of the 
dirtiest Bradburys (bank notes) that 
could be found, wrapped them in a 
piece of newspaper, with a letter 
written and worded with absolute 
illiteracy, and induced an urchin to 
deliver the parcel at the home.

NAVY CRITICS TO DISCUSS WAR 


MIDDLETOWN, Conn, (4)—Invi- 
tations extended to Rear Admiral T.

Moreover, it might go a step far- 
ther than any of these by permitting 
the voter simply to write in the 
name of his favorite instead of con- 
fining his choice to a printed list of 
entries. 

Delegates Run Unpledged 

Discussing his proposal inform- 
ally, the Governor said he would 
like this method best, and said he 
thought it would be valid at least 
under Massachusetts laws. Experi- 
ence in other states has shown that 
leading candidates frequently do not 
permit their names to be printed 
on the ballot and it is rare that any 
comprehensive list is filed to be put 
before the voter. 

Governor Fuller’s recommendation 
gains significance from the fact that 
the slate of candidates for delegates- 
at-large prepared by the chairman of 
the Republican State Committee is 
to run unpledged and most of the 
candidates filed for district delegates 
are unpledged or pledged to Presi- 
dent Coolidge or Mr. Fuller. The 
Governor has expressed a preference 
for Herbert Hoover for the Repub- 
lican nominee. 

Message to Legislature 

In his message to the Legislature, 
he said: 

“T recommend legislation that will 
provide an opportunity for the voter 
at the presidential primaries to ex- 
press his preference for President. 

“The rank and file of the member- 
ship of the political parties have lit-

RS. MAGGIE W. BARRY, the 
well-known and much-loved 
chairman of the Department 
of the American Home, has just is- 
sued a little pamphlet called “The 
Reading Hour.” 

Mrs. Barry has a keen analytical 
mind; she enjoys her teading hour 
daily, and chooses her books with 
rare discrimination, Some of the 
happiest hours 1 have spent with her 
have been those snatched from be- 
tween-meeting times of busy con- 
vetitions, when I have sat in her 
room at a hotel, listening entranced 
as she told me of some book or poem 
she had read, a glorioug sunset she 
had witnessed, or a strain of music 
that had meant much to her, She 
lives well and deeply, and has given 
to us in this new pamphiet the names 
of some new books which she har 
read and enjoyed and which she he- 
lieves will be helpful to home- 
makers as well as others, 

Preceding the list Mra, Barry says: 

Buch great atrides have been 
made in the physical aciénces dur- 
ing recent years,.,, that there is 
an imaginative, emotional and 
thought fe for each of us that 
must also be continually nourished: 
that must be kept clean and whole- 
some and stimulated to growing ac- 
tivities. 

Since language is the most uni- 
versal medium of communication 
and contact, we must rely upon 
reading as the chief source of 
growth for these mental and spir- 
itual faculties... . 5 

The list is divided into 
groups. Of the first group Mrs. Barry 
says: “It is largely confined to the 
relation of the home-maker to the 
daily problems of home-making and 
the varying attitudes of outstanding 
thinkers who are concerned with 
woman's place in our changing social 
order or who have experienced some 
of its difficulties.”

conventionalized and _  reatrained. . 
For thia reason, to sing and dance 
them not only give satisfaction in 
rhythmic expression but make for 
understanding and sympathy be- 
tween the races. 

Ensemble music in the family and 
neighborhood group is not a delight - 
ful recreation, but unconsciously de- 
velops fundamental principles of 
character and of the art of living. 

The reading aloud of poetry is a 
source of rhythmic expression that 
we have hardly touched because we 
insist upon approaching it as an art 
of sight eliminating the sense ele- 
ment of sound. 

Because rhythmic expression 
should be a part of the recreation 
hour of the home, the school and the 
community, the committee on edu- 
cation in the Division of Home-Mak- 
ing has complied this list of books

Harmonizing Table Linens With China 


O MATTER how hatidsome col- 
ored table linens may be in 


N themselves, the general effect 


will be beautiful only if their color 


harmonises with that of the table 
of china with whieh they are to be 
used, Colors should be chesen cares 
fully, with reference to the table, if 
it is a painted one, and alse te the 
china, If the table ia colored, one 
ean quickly decide what colors will 
look best on it, But if the table 
allows almost any color, then the 
china must be one's guide, and some. 
times a little study is required, 

Repeating in the linen the color 
that appears in the china, enhances 
the beauty of both cloth and porce- 
lain, Where there are two or more 
colors in the china, usually any one 
of them may be used for the cloth, 
either the same shade or else a 
lighter or darker one, To illustrate: 

China decorated with light yellow 
and touches of black is lovely on 
linen of the same ehade of yellow, 
or on a black cloth decorated with 
yellow in two shades, one light, the 
other deeper and richer. White 
china, decorated with black and rose, 
is charming on a cloth of rose color 
to which a bit of black is added in 
some way for decoration. 

But if the china shows a great 
deal of any one solid color, a con- 
trast may be preferred in the cloth. 
All-yellow dishes, for example, or 
those containing a great deal of deep 
yellow, if used with a cloth of apple 
green of a deeper soft green, will 
look as fresh atid charming as

Hinge the exact shade for table 
linens is often very important, it is 
well to remember that ene always 
can secure any desired shade by the 
use of commercial dyes. If one heai- 
lates to use dyes on coatiy linen, one 
may dye a heavy grade of unbleached 
muslin, Afterward, when laundering 
it, press it on the wrong side only, 
over turkish toweling, to simulate 
the appearance of linen, Mualin, 
ironed in this way, and of exactly 
the right shade, is far lovelier when 
on the table than is fine linen of a 
wrong shade,

Look Like Iron 


may be whittled out of thin wood, 
which the home-worker can secure 
from boxes in which grocers receive 
fruit, and which are either given 
away or sold for a few cents, But 
if a woman wishes to do the work 
herself, she can quite easily, cutting 
them from heavy cardboard with the 
point of a sharp knife, using both 
glue and tacks to attach them to the 
door, and afterward covering them 
with a little art clay. Or, easier yet, 
she may form the straps entirely of 
esso, or art clay, which may be 
made at home or purchased at any 


outline of the straps on the door, 
then fill in the outline with the clay, 
following the directions for its use 
that come with it. 


Whatever the foundation for the 
hinge straps may be, lead. wood, 
pasteboard and clay, or. clay alone, 
after they have been put on, butting 
up against ordinary hinges at the 
edge of the door, paint them with 
flat black paint. When this is almost 
dry, but not entirely so, brush on 
here and there a thin wash of dark- 
est bronze paint, putting it on very 
unevenly. This is to give the desired 
appearance of colorful rusted iron. 
Or one may dust this dark bronze 
unevenly over the black paint while 
the latter is still quite wet. Or in- 
stead of bronze, one may use flat 
brown paint, which will look en- 
tremely well, although possibly not 
Quite s6 handsome as the bronge, 
When the black paint is almost dry, 
pit the brown over it, taking care 
hot to get it on too evenly, and be- 
fore it becomes quite dry, rub it off 
here and there so aa to let the black 
show through ja places.

Cut a piece of material 
15 inches deep and 15 inches wide 
at the bottom and narrow it to 9 
inches at the top. It will look some- 
thing like a piece of pie but it will 
not come to a point the way a piece 
of pie should. It will be 9 inches 
wide at the point. Gather this 9- 
inch side, hem the bottom and seam 
the two sides to the side piece of the 
cover and the end piece respectively. 
This will fill in the vacant space and 
allow plenty of fullness at the cor- 
ners. 
Trimming 


Now the cover must be dressed up 
a bit. Measure off 12 widths of ging- 
ham 3 inches wide. Sew these 
together, hem both edges with the 


narrow hemmer and gather them on 
the machine, allowing a heading 
% of an inch wide. This ruffling 
can then be sewed along the seam 
where the side pieces are joined to 
the main body of the spread, across 
the bottom and across the top. It 
hides the join and makes an attrac- 
tive finish for the coverlet.

But there it is, gift of the 


Girl Student's Part in Her Own Education

HE dispraise of scholarship so 

common in American colleges is 

to me ever a cause for wonder. 
A high mark, like a good pun, is 
likely to be 8 heavy groans. 
Is not Phi Beta ppa chiefly a 
secret society in that the members 


never admit that they belong? Par- 


ents as well as children are subject 
to the anti-brilliance enthusiasm, 
especially if their own child ranks 
low. It may, perhaps, be ascribed 
to a lamentable tendency to. pull 
down the top man. However, I feel 
that high scholarship is not as much 
of a disgrace in college as it used 
to be, or at least the scorn of it is 
greater among preparatory schools 
and hence among freshmen rather 
than among seniors. 
There has lately been a sweeping 
reaction in the leading women’s col- 
leges against “collegiatism.” Any- 
thing which smacks of what is 
called rah-rah“ is anathema at pres- 
ent and the fear of it is. rapidly 
making college girls as self-con- 
sciotis if not as conventional as their 
sisters in the “great world.” One of 
the phases of this reaction, however, 
has been a fratiker recognition of 
the value of study, The typical, tah- 
vali, COllegiate gitl (see Harold 
Lioyd's “The Freshman”) rarely studs 
ied, This has led the recent “antl:

Among these reforms 
the two most important ones are 
those relating to education and 
women. 

Education was in a very backward 
condition in Afghanistan when 
Amanullah Khan came to the throne 
in 1919. There were the old type of 
mosque schools in the country, 
where the mullahs taught the three 
R's and the recitation of the Koran, 
to the boys, There were two ele- 
mentary schools of the modern type 
and one college for secondary edtica- 
tion at Kabul. The King's mother 
had founded in 1912 a girls’ school 
at Kabul, where there were about 
200 students in 1919, There were no 
art or technical schools in the King- 
dom There were also no mission 
schools in Afghanistan because mis- 
sionaries were not allowed te enter 
the country, 

Boon after his accession. te the 
throne, Amanullah Khan took steps 
to Spread education among his peo- 
ple. He ordered public notices to be 
pet 3 everywhere in the kingdom, 
n which he exhorted the people te 
send their children to school, Govy- 
ernment servants are obliged to send 
their children to school; and if they 
do not do so they are fined or even 
dismissed from the service, Ele- 
mentary schools have been estab- 
lished in all towns and even in some 
of the villages. Two new colleges 
for secondary education, called 
Amanieyeh and Amani, have been 
started at Kabul, the first of which 
is under French teachers and the 
second under German teachers. 
Both elementary and secondary edu- 
cation is free. 

Art schools have been established 
at Kabul and in the provincial capi- 
tals, where drawing, painting and 
modeling of the western type are 
taught. A museum of art and arche- 
ology has also been started in the 
capital to educate the people. 

There are ho schools for technical 
education in the country yet. But 
the government workshops at Kabul, 
where rough spades, hammers, boots 
and some other artieles are made 


are open to the public, so that peo- 


ple might come and see höw differ- 
ent articles are made. The Govern- 
ment sends a number of students 
every year to western countries for 
technical education. 2 
There ate no mission schools in 
Afghanistan yet, but some American

books. We may well be proud of 
those virile and resourceful men, who 
could win a living against any odds, 
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but we little realize the intensity of 
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their lives, their long hours of ex- 
hausting work, and the slight return 
in what we regard as the commonest 
comforts of life, 

Only with the abandonment of gen- 
eralization has prosperity become 
general, But with strict specializa- 
tion there has come the danger of 
attempting to specialize in the wrong 
direction and too often of adopting 
a.vocation without a real knowledge 
of its demands or its returns. 

It is the purpose of this article to 
present facts which may have some 
bearing on the important subject of 
vocations and their varying incomes. 

More Than Money 

Let us repeat that the money re- 
turn is not the only one to be consid- 
ered by the worker. It is but one 
form of recompense. It is less impor- 
tant than the satisfaction which 
comes from the assurance of service

Contentment Unmeasurable

vidual returns represent approxi- 
mutely 300 different 
many of them oft repeated, all of 
which, fut purposes of study, may be 
rouped in six main flelds—industry, 
usifiess, transportation, professions, 
personal service, and public service, 

Industry includes all occupations 
dealing directiy with raw materials; 
for example, the primal occupations 
of man- farming, fishing, hunting, 
mining; the trades, skilled and uf 
skilled, and all forma of manufactuy- 
ing, The returns from these occupa: 
tſons vary as greatly as do those 
from any others, but on the average 
are less than in any of the five other 
groups, 

Median Incomes 

The following table gives the me 
dian incomes of men in various in- 
dustrial occupations as reported from 
all parts of the United States;

These are the leaders of the indus- 
trial occupations: they attract a con- 
siderable number of high school 
graduates, but, as a rule, are followed 
by men with only an elementary edu- 
cation. The lower paid occupations, 
especially in factories, bring down 
the average earnings to the median 
figures of our elementary school 
group—an average of $1450 for all 
men in that group.

Here is Penelope the faithful, with 
her never-ending web, bright-eyed 
Nausicaa playing bal] by the river- 
side, dignified Queen Arete, and two 
others who, though goddesses, yet 
have all the feminine charm— 
Calypso of the woven tresses who 
dwells alone and lonely in her lovely 
island kingdom, and Circe, the en- 
chantress. 
But if Mr. Butler’s theory seems 
‘negligible in proving the authorship 
of the Odyssey, yet it is extremely 
significant as criticism of it. For 
the Odyssey, though on the surface a 
poem of romance and adventure on 
stormy seas, yet is in a truer sense 
a poem of the home—the longing 
for it at first, and the heart-warm- 
ing picture of it, when achieved. And 
n it how many pictures we have 
of be apo gp ways, of the occupa- 
| of wome nd all that makes 
be ful and ious! It is

we would liter for a moment. 
Even at the opening scene on 
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tle island of Ithaca—a home bereft 


of its master and beset by brawling,

But even so there 
are little intimate touches. Take, for

Then he opened the doors of the 
well-builded chamber and set him 
on the bed, and took off his soft 
doublet, and put it ih the wise old 


doublet and smoothed it and hung 
it on a pin by the jointed bed- 
stead, and went forth on her way 
from the room, and pulled to the 
door with the silver handle, and 
drew home the bar with the thong. 


What a picture of friendliness and 
security! Hector and Paris as well 
as Odysseus dwelt in well-built 
houses—no jerry-built ones for 
Homer. And how all the little 
touches and meticulous details give 
realism, and more than that charac- 
terize (in contrast to the rough 
suitors) the gentility and punctilious- 
ness of the highly bred! 

Another beautiful household we 
find in Sparta—the home of Helen 
and Menelaus, where according to 


ever after. Helen, ever exquisite in 
all her appointments, comes “from 
her fragrant vaulted chamber” fol- 
lowed by her maid, who bears the 
rug of soft wool, silver basket and 
golden distaff with violet wool. For 


not only home-keeping Penelope was 
industrious, but all Greek women 
worked at the spindle, even An- 
dromache to while away the hours 
till Hector’s return, even goddesses, 
Circe and Calypso, with golden 
distaff. 

And Calypso also dwells in a lovely 
spot, with “gadding vine” and foun- 
tains, violets and parsley, with a 
great fire on her hearth, “and from 
afar through the isle was smelt the 


dal wood.” 

But most delightful of all is that 
home on the island of Phæacia, be- 
ginning with the dream of the young 
princess Naueicaa that prompts her 
to go forth in the morning to the 
river to do the family washing, in the 
polished car with white mules and 
shining reins. The “busy rivalry” of 
the maidens treading clothes in the 
dark water, the bathing and the an- 
ointing, and the momentotis game 
of ball which reveals Odysseus are 
treated with the most engaging sim- 
plicity. And in the following scene 
in which our hero makes his appeal! 
to/the queen, the palace is descriLed 
in detail—bronze walls, friese of 
blue, golden doors, and hounds made 
of gold and silver; and the seats 
spread in “light coverings finely 
woven—the handwork of women.” 


And he had fifty handmaids in the 
house, and some grind the yellow 
grain on the millstone, and others 
weave webs and turn the yarn as 
they sit, restless as the leaves of 
the tall poplar tree. 


Here surely is the ideal home, 
albeit that of a princely family—sim- 
ple existence, industrious, well- 
planned, and yet with splendid ac- 
coutrements—golden and silver ewers 
and for the guest lavish gifts and 
“raiment of gold.“ 

Finally, when Odysseus returns to 
Ithaca, disguised as a beggar, we 
find the supreme test of identification 
in the recognition of household ways. 
Penelope, cheated by her long hopes, 
akin in wariness to her husband, !s 
not going to he deceived again. So 
she put Odysseus to a long and grill- 
ing test, but finally capitulates when 
he describes the room that he has 
himself built: — 


There was growing a bush of olive, 
long of leaf and most goodly of 
growth, within the inner court, and 
the stem ag large as a pillar. 
Round about this I built a cham- 
ber till I had finished it with 
stones close-set. And I roofed it 
over well and added thereto com- 
pacted doors fitting well. 


So, too, with the father, Laertes, 
Odysseus reminds him of the tr — 
“which thou gavest me once for m 

own, and I was begging of this — 


lowing thee through the garden.“ 

To modern readers the devices of | 
Odysseus do not always strike a sym- 
pathetic chord; but» Odysseus, the 
man longing for home and wife, and 
barren little island—Odysseus, the 
boy trotting about after his father, 
picking out this tree and that for his 
“very own”—hard indeed and sophis- 
ticated must be the reader who feels 
no quickening of the imagination at 
these pictures of happy home days.

When Lucy Snowe Came to Villette 


nearly a hundred years ago! Char- 
lotte taught English here for the 
large sum of sixteen pounds a year, 
less her fees for German lessons. 
The vividness of her perceptions has 


in Villette perfectly preserved the 


Brussels of 1842; that Brussels ruled 
over by the “Uncle Leopold” to whom, 
across in England, the young Queen 
Victoria was writing so many. affec- 
tionate letters. But one must make 
haste if one is to see anything 
that remains of the quarter where 
Charlotte lived and Lucy Snowe 
taught at Madame Beck's select 
“Pensionnat de Demoiselles.” The 
old school has been pulled down to 
make way for new buildings, and 
the garden with the “vine-draped ber- 
ceau” is now a boarded-in space full 
of broken stones and rubble. At one 
side of it, however, still stands the 


garden wall scaled by Ginevra Fan- 


shawe, and at the back is the Rue 
Des Douze Apotres down which her 
escaping carriage dashed, passing 


Luey Snowe on the way, to. whom 
Ginevra waved an impertinent hand- 
kerchief. 

Ik you can find a gap in the board- 


ing, and care to poke about among 
the rubbish beyond, you may still 
come upon the old well of the 
Pension, that well which in the 
story was the means of delivering 
Lucy from one of the professor’s 
lengthy lectures. Might I step to 
the well and get a glass of water?

Of course with a door only on the 
latch behind me I lost not my op- 
portunity.” 

Opposite what was once the Rue 
d’Isabelle are the Belliard steps 
which furnish the most direct ap- 
proach from the Rue Royale and are 
described in both Villette and The 
Professor. The statue of General 
Belliard which stands at their top 
was put in place just before the 
Brontés came to Brussels, but the 


old steps have been replaced by new 
ones since. However, those who wish 
to follow Charlotte can do so, in 
imagination, at least, through her 
description of Lucy Snowe’s arrival.

In a 
very quiet and comparatively clean 
and well-paved street I saw a light 
burning ovér the door of a rather 
large house, loftier by a story than 
those around it.

One of the lasting impressions 
borne away by the visitor to Evan- 
geline Land is that of repose and 
peace. All nature, land and sea, cat- 
tle-dotted meadow, pine-clad hill- 
side, crystal-clear stream, seems har- 
monized here. There is never a jar- 
ring note, and as twilight steals 
softly across the broad sea-girt mead- 
ows of Grand Pré after the sun has

Each finds its justification at 
Grand Pré. For here is a charm that 
lies in the beauty of the sunset in 
twenty lands; yet here, too, is some- 
thing more, that indefinite, indp- 
scribable appeal that is the essence 
of fair Acadia's lure, Yet the beauty 
of coloring in the western sky is 
definite enough, clear and vivid in 
its blended shades as the hues of the 
rainbow and as delicate.

magnanimity is not by any means 
always evidenced as a universal 
characteristic. Webster defines the 
word “magnanimous” thus: “Great 
of mind; raised above what is low, 
mean, or ungenerous; of lofty and 
courageous spirit.” Such definitions 
appeal at once to every right-minded 
individual as indicating most desir- 
able qualities; but few, perhaps, 
without sincere endeavor attain and 
maintain them in every relationship 
of life. 

Mortals are copyists; and there- 
fore the contemplation of noble 
characters in history, of their acé 
tions and purposes, gives impetus 
to similar good impulses, and fre- 
quently leads to fine results in fol- 
lowing these examples. The Bible is 
full of records of great characters, 
of men who knew God intimately and 
obeyed His laws, and whose sterling 
qualities reflected God. To John, the 
beloved and loving disciple, we owe 
the concise declaration that “God is 
love“; and magnanimity is an ap- 
pealing quality of divine Love.

and water before them, that they 
may eat and drink, and go to their 
master.” And it is recorded that “he 
prepared great provision for them“ 
and sent them away free. Incident- 
ally, one may notice the happy result 
of such maghanimity; for the story 
relates that “the bands of Syria 
came no more into the land of Is 
rael.” 

True magnanimity cannot fail te 
attract admiration, while it rebukes 
all unlike itself. It is so far reaching 
in its scope, so broad in its healing 
effect, that all opposition to it will 
eventually shrink away. Generosity 
is a stepping stone to magnanimity; 
but such generosity must be large 
enough to return blessing for cursing, 
and even refuse to expose an enemy’s 
faults. On page 165 of “The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, and Mis- 
cellany,” Mary Baker Eddy, the Dis- 
coverer and Founder of Christian 
Science, writes, “He who is afraid of 
being too generous has lost the 


power of being magnanimous.” 


From cover to cover, the Bible 
presents instances of God’s love and 
mercy to all who in repentance turn 
to Him for help. This love was fully 
exemplified in the life of Christ 
Jesus, the grandest of all Biblical 
characters. Even when his enemies 
had seemingly accomplished their 
purpose, his tender voice arose in 
prayer, “Father, forgive them; for 
they know not what they do.” Could 
there have been greater magnanimity 
or more noble forgiveness than the 
‘asking in such a crucial moment of 
a blessing on one’s persecutors?

SPECIALIZATION IN 
ATHLETICS DEPLORED 


SreciaL From Moyiror Bruneau 


LONDON—Sir Montague Shearman, 
judge of the King's Bench, and, 
among many other offices, president 
of the English Amateur Athletic As- 
sociation, deplored the present-day 
cult of “specialization” in athletics 
during the course of some reminis- 
cences and comparisons in his speech 
at the 1928 banquet of the South 
London Harriers, one of the oldest- 
established athletic clubs in Britain. 

“I believe track and field athletics 
to be in a thoroughly healthy condi- 
tion,” he said, “and I shall always be- 
lieve that while hundreds of young 
athletes turn out for their clubs 
every Saturday. A country that has 
its young men interested in any and 
all athletics need not produce Olympic 
champions to prove its soundness in 
sport.” 

Sir Montague speaks with practi- 
cal experience of his subject, for he 
was English track champion at 100 
yards and 440 yards in 1876 and 1880, 
respectively; represented Oxford on 
both track and rugger field; was pres- 
ident of the Oxford University Ath- 
letic Club, and has written authorita- 
tive books on football and athletics.

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CHICAGO — Irresistible seoring 
wer carried University of Oklahoma 
2 18 victories and a clean slate far the 
basketball championship of the Mise 
sourt Valley Conference.

The Hope of Collective Bargaining 


6 operators in considerable numbers 


broke their agreement with the United Mine 
Workers, which they signed at Jacksonville 
in 1924, and on being summoned before the 
Senate committee looking into the present strike 
said, probably correctly, that the agreement is 
not legally binding. Whether a contract of this 
sort is morally binding is, of course, another 
matter. But the question at issue really goes 
deeper than a controversy between operators 
and miners, and touches the roots of the whole 
system of collective bargaining and the relation- 
ship between Capital and Labor. | 
The miners and operators of what is called 
the central competitive field met in Florida in 
February of 1924 and signed an agreement 
which was to continue three years, calling for 
a $7.50 basic wage scale. Secretary Hoover, that 
same year, rejoicing prematurely over the agree- 
ment in his annual report, told how it was 
attained with his department’s co-operation, and 
how it insured industrial peace in the industry. 
When the néws that certain operators had 
broken the Jacksonville scale was brought to 
the President’s attention, Mr. Coolidge an- 
nounced, “I profoundly deplore the breaking of 
any contract,” and added, of this particular 
case, that the faithful compliance with agree- 
ments between employers and employees is the 
sole hope of collective bargaining—a principle 
now accepted in American life.” He urged the 
mine workers to seek recourse in the courts, 
‘adding, however, that he realized that the legal 
position of industrial joint wage agreements is 
extremely hazy. 
The fact is that under present American law 
a Wage agreement really has no place in court. 
This is as true of agreements in the needle 
trade as it is of coal mining. While this seems 
an extraordinary situation to some observers, 
it is justified by others. Even if unions and em- 
yers’ associations were incorporated (which 
— are not) and the extent of their liability 
defined, it is questionable, declare the latter 
group of commentators, whether an indictment 
would be a feasible method of recovery from a 
whole union and whether legal machinery in 
this instance would not destroy more than it 
would produce in a situation necessarily depend- 
ing on good will and mutual confidence, At any 
rate, several American courts appear to have 
held that the normal trade agreement, like that 
of Jacksonville, where no consideration has 
passed to bind the bargain, is not a true con- 
— — but only a memorandum or statement of 
po cy. 
All the more reason, then, it might be argued 
from the moral standpoint, for the public to 
uphold the ethical validity of such an agree- 
ment. If this is the only bridge on which em- 
loyer and employee can meet, and if law will 
ve none of it, then all the more reason for 
public opinion to give it a firm foundation. Cer- 
tainly it is not a question of a particular union 
or ; it concerns them all. The public 
is an indirect party to any dispute as a mem- 
ber of the national family (often a much-abused 
member!), and for the merest selfish ‘motive, if 
for no other, it must support the only means 
by which the family may hope to have peace. 


Brazil, a Friendly Neighbor 


CCORDING to Edwin V. Morgan, United 
States Ambassador to Brazil, the United 
States is not nearly so unpopular with the 
other American republics as some would have 
it appear. Indeed, although the United States 
has been little conscious of the fact, Brazil has 
been its steadfast friend for years. 

The significance of Brazilian good will be- 
comes more esd when certain facts are 
sideret ‘he area of Brazil is larger than 
that of the forty-eight states of the American 
Union. Her boundaries touch those of every 
other South American country save Chile. Take 
out Brazil, and South America would be little 
more than a fringe of mountains broadening out 
at the bottom into the plains of Argentina. 
Within her boundaries huge natural resources 
await development. Her 33,000,000 of people are 
estimated to be half of the population of the 

continent. 
Brazil is not a Spanish, but a Portuguese 
nation. Most of her population, her language 
and her culture came from Portugal. She is the 
st Portuguese nation in the world, boast- 
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issue. 


Henry Ford’s investment of $1,000,000 in the 
experiment of growing plantation rubber in the 
state of Para. If this should prove successful, it 
would mean much to the Amazon region. 

The diplomatic relations of the United States 
with Brazil have always been fortunate. Since 
the legation was raised to the rank of embassy, 
there has been but one Ambassador, Edwin V. 
Morgan. He was appointed by President Taft 
and has held the position for sixteen years. With 
one exception, this is the longest period of serv- 
ice at one post of any American diplomatist. 
His rare taste in music and his genial person- 
ality have made him exceedingly popular with 
the Brazilians. . 

By its work for sanitation the Rockefeller 
Foundation has commended the United States to 
Brazil. Americans have also rendered a much- 
appreciated service to Brazilian education by the 
founding and maintenance of a number of 
schools, chief of which is Mackenzie College at 
Sao Paulo. 

To all appearances, this kindly feeling for the 
United States is a stanch sentiment running 
through all ranks of Brazilian society. 


Poland and Lithuania 


HAT Lithuania's decision, rendered last 

December at the unanimous behest of all 

the great powers on the League Council, 
backed by Russia, to call off the “state of war“ 
that she proclaimed against Poland seven years 
ago, has not been followed by an immediate 
improvement in the relations of the two coun- 
tries, though regrettable, is not altogether sur- 
prising. Lithuanian politics are at present dom- 
inated by the army, backed by the so-called 
“Partisans’’—a body of volunteers who seized 
the port of Memel for their country in much the 
Same way as the Polish General Zeligovsky took 
Vilna for his. Neither the Partisans nor the 
army are at present at all inclined to relinquish 
the Lithuanian claim to Vilna, although the 
pressure of the purely political parties, coupled 
with economic difficulties, is all in the direction 
of a resumption of friendly relations. 

Indeed, it is probable that if once diplo- 
matic—and, better still, economic—intercourse 
could be resumed between the two countries, 
their numerous common interests would gradu- 
ally lead them into the way of a permanent set- 
tlement of their differences. Lithuania is an 
agricultural country which needs Polish manu- 
factured goods. Poland knows that the Lithu- 
anian port of Memel can be made to provide an 
excellent auxiliary to her main outlet through 
the “Corridor” for the marketing of much of 
her produce. Economically, in fact, either coun- 
try is incomplete without the other. Historically, 
they were united for three centuries until forel- 
bly separated when Poland was partitioned less 
than 150 years ago. Many Poles live in Lithu- 
ania, and many Lithuanians in Poland. More- 
over, there are important strategical reasons, 
particularly as regards Poland, which make 
close co-operation between the two countries 
desirable, There is therefore a solid common 
groundwork for men of good will within and 
without both states to work on, as and when 
opportunities occur, 

There are indications that the basis of settle- 
ment which was rejected in 1921 would not now 
be unacceptable to many people in both coun- 
tries. That scheme provided for the establish- 
ment of a mutual system of co-operation based 
on special conventions; autonomy for Vilna 
within the Lithuanian state; co-operation in 
foreign policy; a defensive military agreement, 
and an economic convention going beyond the 
most-favored-nation treatment and adminis- 
tered by a joint economic council. But it is easier 
to lay down the broad outline of such an agree- 
ment than to work it out in practice. Too much 
emphasis on the “co-operation” would seem to 
Lithuanians to be equivalent to absorption; 
without most definite guarantees for such co- 
operation, Poland would refuse to restore Vilna. 
But with patience and good will a settlement 
could certainly be reached. 


A Tendency of Wealth 


-TEVER before has the ideal of trusteeship 
been so stressed in connection with those 
who possess great wealth as is the case 

today. With the amazing economic ddvelop- 
ment through which the civilized nations have 
passed, especially in the last century, has come 
a striking tendency toward concentration of 
power in the hands of those who control the 
most fluid form of capital, namely, money. 
Farmers, manufacturers and merchants have 
become more and more dependent upon the 
bankers. Great productive enterprises can 


hardly be launched or maintained without the 


financial backing of some gigantic treasure- 
house. Authority in all walks of life tends to 
gravitate toward Wall Street, or Lombar 
Street. : 

Ramsay MacDonald, former Prime Minister 
of Great Britain and leader of the British Labor 
Party, has recently called these facts to the 
attention of Oxford undergraduates in the 
following words: |

resulted from the beneficence of those extremely 
wealthy individuals and families who have made 
themselves sponsors of these great enterprises. 

Moreover, one cannot help but observe that 
the vast improvements which’ have taken 
place in industrial methods and conditions, 


with the very striking elevation of the wage 


level and of the standard of living of labor in 
many parts of the world have been simulta- 
neous with this tendéncy toward concentration 
of wealth. That these two developments have 
been simultaneous does not prove, of course, 
that the latter has been the cause of the former, 


but it does at least appear to indicate that 


notable improvements in the organization of 
industry and in the welfare of the workers have 
not been prevented, but rather fyrthered, by the 
growth of money power. 

In some measure, the bankers have ap- 
parently been benevolent despots. May we not 
hope that any new increase in their power may 
be accompanied by a corresponding develop- 
ment of their sense of responsibility, and an 
increased capacity to use their authority for 
the benefit and enrichment, rather than for the 
impoverishment of mankind. 


The Automobile Show 


T NO time in the year does the almost 
A incredible progress that has been made in 
the automobile industry during the last 
two decades loom so large for the ordinary in- 
dividual as during the yearly automobile show. 
Of course the New York show is the standard 
exhibition of the country, if not of the world, 
but the Boston display, just now in evidence, 
easily holds its own as a collection of the finest 
models of the various automobile factories. 

It is not entirely as representing vast 
amounts of capital and marvelous engineering 
genius, however, that these exhibitions attract 
attention and almost force the visitor to take 
stock of the progress of the twentieth century 
in mechanical directions. These automobile 
shows demonstrate a truly remarkable throw- 
ing off of the limitations of human belief. Only 
a few years ago, the mere thought of the pos- 
session of such material abundance as is rep- 
resented in one of the latter-day models would 
have been scouted as too fanciful for serious 
consideration. It is true that desire to obtain 
a motorcar has led some into incurring ex- 
penses that they have discovered too late were 
beyond their means. But this situation is really 
aside from the main issue. The fact remains 
that tens of thousands of ordinary citizens are 
today the owners of that which represents for 
them freedom and enjoyment and utility far 
beyond anything that their fathers could even 
conceive, 

What will the forthcoming decades bring? 
He were a rash man who would attempt too 
close a forecast. Yet what has been accom- 
plished, it is gafe to say, is the merest shadow 
of what is to come. The world is rapidly learn-

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The Turn of the Wheel in European Politics 


‘NIX TITHIN a few weeks two of the great European 


nations, France and Germany, will be in the midst 


of general elections, while Great Britain will follow 
some nine months later. In the case of the first two, 
conditions are very similar: their respective cabmets were 
brought into existence about the same time, neither has 
been in office for two years, and in both cases their short 
careers have been the reverse of smooth. Further, they 


will both hold their elections within a short time of each 


other. The English elections will be brought on by the 
effluxion of time, but their exact date is still uncertain. 
The Poincaré Government made its ministerial declara- 


tion at the end of July, 1926, when the country was in a 


state of financial chaos. Raymond Poincaré was recog- 
nized by all parties as the one man able to redeem his 
country, and even his opponents are compelled to admit 
that he has done yeoman service and has brought France 
out of its precarious condition. 

As aids in his herculean labors, he succeeded in attract- 
ing to his Cabinet most of the prominent statesmen of 
the country, including six former prime ministers. M. 
Poincaré assumed the portfolio of finance, having for his 
chief assistant Aristide Briand. On their shoulders has 
mainly rested the outstanding problems of the country, 
those of finance and foreign affairs. 

To M. Poincaré the economic rehabilitation of France 
is undoubtedly due, for he prevented the total collapse 
of the franc, and the saving of the franc and the saving 
of France are practically synonymous terms. Two of his 
outstanding achievements were the adopting by the Na- 
tional Assembly at Versailles, by a vote of 671 to 144, of 
a constitutional amendment guaranteeing the Nation’s 
bondholders, and the presentation to the Chamber of 
Deputies on Oct. 12 last, for the first time since the war, 
of a balanced budget. M. Poincaré’s aim always has been 
to bring about a gradual revalorization rather than a 
sudden stabilization of the franc. The Poincaré-Briand 
combination has passed through several crises, but so far 
all attempts to smash it have proved futile.

Germany, at the end of 1926 was, like France, in a state 


of considerable political unrest. The Socialists had suc- 
ceeded in defeating Dr. Marx. For the next six weeks 
there was much’ going to and fro between the Wilhelm- 
strasse and the President’s palace. Several prominent 
statesmen were intrusted with the duty of forming a cabi- 
net, but all to no effect, and in the end Dr. Marx was 
again appealed to. After several setbacks he was able to 
form a cabinet, his fourth, constituted of Centrists, Na- 
tionalists and the German People’s Party, giving him a 
majority of fifty in the Reichstag. 

Dr. Stresemann remained at the Foreign Office, and 
Dr. Otto Gessler headed the Defense Department. The 
Cabinet has had a stormy and unstable existence. If one 
man more than another has succeeded in keeping the not 
entirely homogeneous parties in amicable working condi- 
tions, it has been Dr. Stresemann, whose outstanding 
characteristic throughout has been his consistent efforts 
to foster moderation, both at home and abroad.

The three parties, Con- 
servative, Liberal and Labor, will be fully represented, 
chief interest centering round the Liberals, for no one 
would have the hardihood to try and foretell how far Mr. 
Lloyd George has the resiliency to “come back,” nor how 
far his huge campaign fund, the size of which has recently 
been disclosed, will enable him to swing the electorate. It 
has been said that he will be able to place 500 candidates 
in the field. : 

Strangely enough, each of the parties is experiencing 
more or less internal dissension, the Conservatives prob- 
ably least of any. In the Liberal Party there is a faction 
strongly opposed to Mr. Lloyd George personally. In the 
Labor Party, Ramsay MacDonald, J. C. Thomas and other 
of the leaders stand for a policy of moderation, but the 
extremist section is by no means a negligible quantity. 
Within the Conservative ranks are the Diehards, and also 
a young and more progressive group. 

At present the Government has a majority of consider- 
ably over 200, and although both the Liberals ahd Labor 
will undoubtedly: make some gains, it is difficult to see, 
unless there is a landslide, how Mr. Baldwin’s big ma- 
jority can be entirely wiped out. Little can be gathered 
from the by-elections, for they generally go against the 


party in power. 
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Both the Liberals and Labor have gained seats and the 
Conservatives have retained several. Of course, a coalition 
of the two Opposition parties might swamp the Conserva- 
tives. But—and the “but” is a very momentous one— 
what England is asking is, How will the “flapper vote” 
affect the elections? 

Mr. Baldwin, a few days back, promised an enormous 
audience of women to introduce the equality law in a few 
weeks’ time, which is tantamount to saying that the meas- 
ure is as good as passed. By this act no fewer than 
5,000,000 names will be added to the electorate. How will 
they vote? If they are actuated by a sense of gratitude, 
Mr. Baldwin is assured of a substantial victory at the 
polls. Incidentally the women will have more votes than 
the men. 

Political prophecy is always a hazardous proceeding, 
but at this distance of time it is fairly safe to assume the 
return of M. Poincaré’s government of Union, always 
supposing that M. Herriot and M. Painlevé remain loyal 
to their present chief.

“Cut Prices and the Consumer” 
To THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR: 


In your editorial, “Cut Prices and the Consumer,“ you 
nay, “That the maker of merchandise should have the 
right to fix what experience has shown to be a fair retail 
price for his products would seem reasonable,” , 

Of course there can be no objection to this. The objec- 
tion arises when the manufacturer tries to maintain the 
price which he has fixed by national legislation instead 
of by virtue of the fact that the fixed price gives good 
value, quality considered, 

Many products are sold for far more than they are 
worth by means of super advertising and super sales- 
manship, To see how effectively this can be done it is 
only necessary to consider the large quantities of worth- 
less and sometimes harmful quack medicines which are 
sold in that way. 

It is now generally understood by thoughtful business 
men that the soundest policy is to sell the best possible 
product at the lowest possible price. That policy not only 
benefits the consumer but greatly expands the market 
for the product and enables the producer and distributor 
. — larger total profits on a smaller profit per unit 
of sale. 

Authorities say that in production and distribution there 
is more than 50 per cent waste. Progressive manu- 
facturers and distributors are constantly trying to reduce 
the amount of this waste. The more farsighted ones have 
found that it is to their own selfish interest to pass on a 
large part of the savings they make to the consumer in 
lower prices. They have found that the best way to meet 
pee beat competition is to keep prices low and quality 

gh. 

If retail prices were maintained by law there would be 
less incentive for manufacturers and distributors to seek 
ways in which to eliminate waste. There would, however, 
be a strong incentive to try to force the sales of the too 
highly priced goods by means of super advertising and 
super salesmanchip. In the end the producer, the 
distributor and the consumer would all be losers. 

The great growth of the chain stores is to a large 
extent due to their ability and willingness to sell at a low 
price, quality considered. I confidently expect to see a 
continued great growth of the chain store idea. I be- 
lieve that in the next few years we shall have chains of 
department stores doing a business of more than $1,000,- 
000,000 a year. I believe it is likely that in time 75 per 
cent of all the goods sold at retail will be sold by the 
chain stores. 

My experience as a retailer and my studies of distribu- 
tion force me to believe that a national law permitting 
the maintenance of fixed retail prices would result in the 
elimination of most of the national branded products be- 
cause of the fact that the chain stores, operating on a 
nation-wide scale, will be able to offer better values in 
their own private brands. I cannot recall a single out- 
standing branded product which constituted an important 
part of our sales when I started business and which still 
survives.
